The decision 
of the Chancellor was, no donbt a strong one,— 
Mr Disracli says it was unconstitutional ; other 


people say, that it was unwise, and that the 
Chancellor should haye ignored both Orange- 


ism and Ribbonism, But whetlhor it was con- 
stitotional thus openly to estrango a party, or 
prudent to provoke its anger, is not the ques 
tion, What we have to consider is, whether

Disclaiming a desire to precipitate sweep- 
ing changes, the deputation dwelt upon the 
leading features of the policy on which the de- 
mands of the Association are based, and ex- 
pressed the determination entertained to co- 
operate with the Government inthe work of 
tariff reform, without regard to political affini- 
ties, The need of prompt action was urged, 
and a hope was expressed thatthe session will) 
not be allowed to pass without the adoption of 
measures calculated in nome degree to meet 
public wants, and proceeding upon the general 
principle with which tho Association is mor: 
particularly identified. Mr. Cayley, in reply, 
professed the pleasure with which he received 
the suggestions of practical men; and, withoxt 
committing himself to distinct pledges upm 
points which have not yet received the fal 
considerations of the Cabinet, he assured the 
parties present that his own purpose, and the 
purpose of his colleagues, in the change ofthe 
tariff which may be made, will be to reeogiize 
the justice and expeience of the principle of 
adjusting dutice with the two-fold view of les- 
ening fiseal burdens upon articles entering in 
to general consumption, and affording emour- 
agement to the various branches of donestic 
industry.

I was compelled to leave my Inst letter
